'RED' SPEECH 
RESULTS IN 
PROTESTS 


Yesterday gray-Tiaired Susie F. Spencer of Santa Ana 
could vision a fortune as she sought to gain title to 160 
acres of land including part of the $20,000,000 business sec¬ 
tion of Long Beach. 

But the fortune slipped through her fingers. Today 
Mrs. Spencer was back in her apartment at 414 1 West 

.Fourth street. Life went on in 
i the usual routine. The Los An¬ 
geles superior court yesterday de¬ 
nied her elaim. 

Mrs. Spencer's claim was based 
on a tattered pieee of paper dated 
Dec. 12. 1860. The department 
of the interior gave the docu¬ 
ment to John Spencer, teamster, 
in recognition of his military serv¬ 
ices in the California border wars 
The paper gave him 160 acres of 
land in any public domain in the 
state. 

Old Grants Fpheld 

Mrs. Spencer declined today to 
say whether Mr. Spencer, a de¬ 
ceased relative, ever picked out 
the particular area of land to 
which she sought to gain title in 
her suit. 

A portion of the land to which 
Mrs. Spencer sought title is owned 
by Anton F. Cheroske, theater 
man If Superior Judge Henry 
M. Willis had upheld her claim. 
Mr. Cheroske and others would 
have lost millions of dollars. 

Judge Willis' decision upheld 
validity of Spanish land grants 
that divided Southern California 
into great ranches a century ago 
The land to which Mrs. Spencer 
sought to assert title was a por¬ 
tion of Rancho Los Cerritos in 
Long Beach. The court ruled 
that a long series of property 
transfers, involving the 43-square- 
mile tract that once comprised 
the rancho, was not subject to at¬ 
tack. 

Declines Comment 
The court ruled that an unbrok¬ 
en title extended to the defend¬ 
ants from the time of Juan Tem¬ 
ple, who in 184.3 received the ran- 
rho from one Nieto. The latter 
hail been given e land by the 
Mexican government. 

Yesterday's decision ended a 
long battle climaxed by the im¬ 
prisonment. and death of H. New¬ 
kirk Wheeler last year for as¬ 
serted mail fraud in connection 
with old Spanish land grants. 

While Mrs. Spencer today de¬ 
clined to comment on the case, 
she said she still has the tattered 
document which gave 160 acres 
of land to her deceased relative, 
John Spencer. 

“And I intend to keep it and 
use it," she said.

last night. The naval secretary 
was said to have slipped in the 
bathroom and fallen against a 
chair. Mr. Swanson is 71 years old. 


Three pencils are his stock in trade. Three 
pencils, that is, and an empty sleeve, and a lost, 
hopeless look on his face. 

Every day he shuffles to his post on the 
sidewalk on Fourth street and slowly lowers him¬ 
self, back against the wall where the warming 
sun strikes, his shabby feet straight out before 
him. 

He arranges himself carefully, with pathetic 
showmanship. 

On his knee he places his tattered hat, those 
three yellow pencils laid carefully out on the torn 
lining. His empty sleeve falls with a seeming 
carelessness, showing the cruel hook where the 
hand should be. His shoulders sag meaningfully 
against the wall. 

Then he rolls a straw cigarette with his one 
good hand, strikes a match and waits. 

All day he waits while life walks carelessly 
past him—Santa Ana shopping, laughing, hurry¬ 
ing to a matinee, intent on business. Santa Ana 
with both hands eagerly grasping at life. 

His eyes long since have stopped following 
passersby. They look straight ahead out over the 
street. He never moves and his brown cigarette 
goes out unheeded. 

Hours pass. You come by again and again, 
and still he sits there as though carven from some 
queer outmoded woolen, tattered stone. 


Once a little, boy stops, dragging at his 
mother's hand. 

"Mamma, look at that man's funny hand! 
Look at his funny hand, mamma! Why is his 
hand like that, mamma?" 

Even so his eyes do not change, except when 
the woman drops an impatient nickel into his 
cap, walks on without the pencil. Then he 
reaches slowly for the coin and places it in his 
shirt pocket. His stock in trade is still the same, 
three pencils, an empty sleeve and the look on his 
face. 

Till it gets cooler, the hands on the Spur¬ 
geon building clock reach toward four, the warm 
place on the wall is gone. 

The proprietor of the shop comes out and 
brusquely, not unkindly, motions him away. 

He picks up his pencils carefully, rises 
stiffly from the pavement, lights the butt of his 
brown cigarette. 

He is bent, like an animated question mark, 
as he shuffles up the street. He walks slowly, 
never looking at the people or the things he 
passes. 

And then he is gone, at least till tomorrow 
afternoon. 

His stock in trade is still in his pocket. And 
a nickel besides.

school administration. 

Mr. Henderson last night sug¬ 
gested that in the future a citi¬ 
zens committee be selected to aid 
the school authorities in select¬ 
ing speakers. This probably wdll 
be done. 

Those attending last night’s 
meeting expressed the opinion 
that Mr. Browme instead of tell¬ 
ing merely facts in his talks, has 
expressed personal views and 
theories which are too liberal to 
be encouraged in this community. 

Paid By Public Funds 

Inasmuch as Mr. Browne and 
other speakers on these programs 
are paid with public funds, the 
group last night expressed belief 
that the public is entitled to have 
a voice in selection of the speak¬ 
ers.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 </P> 

Hope for formulation of a tax bill 
which “will surprise the country 
by not being as large as expected” 
was expressed today by house lead¬ 
ers after a talk with President 
Roosevelt. 

Chairman Doughton (D., N. C.), 
of the houseways and means com¬ 
mittee. said after a White House 
discussion that no new taxes for 
the bonus payment were indicated 
and “I am still hopeful new levies 
will not he necessary on that ac¬ 
count.” 

Tax for Farm Bill 

He said a tax bill would be re¬ 
quired to meet the demands of the 
new farm legislation and h? pre¬ 
dicted the measure would be ready 
by the first of next week. 

Doughton, and Representative 
Bankhead of Alabama, the Demo¬ 
cratic leader, lunched with the 
President just before heads of the 
government's major spending 
agencies arrived for a conference 
on spenrling and possible ways to 
cut expenses. 

“I think we will surprise the 
country,” Doughton told news¬ 
men “by not having to have as 
large a tax hill as is expected.” 

Estimates Declined 

Doughton declined to give nny 
estimates on the amount of addi¬ 
tional revenue which probaoly wi'l 
have to be raised. Mr. Roosevelt 
once mentioned $500,000,000 for 
the farm program.

Ill, Feb 6 f.Pi— 1 The 
three-day general strike of 2000 
union men in Pekin was ended 
today. 

The announcement was made 
by Jack Kinsella. business agent 
for the Peoria and Pekin Build¬ 
ing Trades union. 

The trades and labor assembly

torium on all business announced 
it had decided to end the holiday 
after embittered merchants had 
challenged its power by declar¬ 
ing they would reopen their es¬ 
tablishments tomorrow.

Tues¬ 
day, the outgrowth of wage-labor 
trouble at the American Distill¬ 
ing company plant. Yesterday's 
shutdown order placed the com¬ 
munity in a state of nearly com¬ 
plete paralysis.

CHICAGO, Feb. 6 OP)- Snow 
drifted down from the Rocky 
Mountains to thaw the western 
plains today, but much of the na¬ 
tion could not shake its Arctic 
chill. 

While snow fell from Mon¬ 
tana to Iowa and Illinois, sending 
temperatures up from 6 to 20 de¬ 
grees. bitter weather took a firmer 
hold on the Northeast and the 
mercury there dropped from 10 
to 20 points. 

Biting cold kept spilling out of 
the Mac Kenzie river basin, in 
Canada, where thermometers 
showed 56 below zero, and on the 
American side of the border tem¬ 
peratures slipped to 45 below at 
Minot, N. D. 

Temperatures rose throughout 
the South except along the Atlan¬ 
tic coast, where the weather was 
slightly colder. Flood threats were 
renewed as rain fell along the 
Gulf and snow and sleet covered 
Texas. Tennessee, and other terri¬ 
tory as far east as Wilmington, N. 
C. Rivers began to recede in Ala¬ 
bama and Mississippi, and flood 
deaths mounted to nine. 

Despite the let-up in the cold in 
the southern Mid-west and in the 
South, all the country but the 
western coast reported below nor¬ 
mal temperatures. Deaths due to 
weather since the first of the 
year neared 500, and coal short¬ 
ages continued in a number of 
states.

Sheriff Ross Sala¬ 
zar said, that he killed Carl Tay¬ 
lor, vagabond magazine writer, in 
his lonely mountain cabin near 
here last night. 

The boy, who led officers to the 
body last night with the declera- 
tion Taylor had been shot by two 
masked assailants, admitted, Sala¬ 
zar said, that he fired the fatal 
shots himself and lobbed the dying 
writer of an undetermined amount 
of money. 

Breaks Down 

He broke down after long hours 
of questioning when officers con¬ 
fronted him with a small rifle, 
found in a trash pile near the 
cabin. 

Trujillo first admitted owner¬ 
ship of the gun and then made a 
full confession, the sheriff said. 

Officers immediately accom¬ 
panied the youth to the site of the 
cabin, near a colony of “Peni- 
tentes,” strange religious cult of 
which Taylor had been writing, to 
find the place where Trujillo said 
he had hidden the money. 

While authorities were content 
with the boy's statement that 
theft was the sole motive, some 
of the slain writer’s friends still 
clung to the possibility that there 
might have been some connection 
in the killing with Taylor’s writing 
and photographing of the "Peni- 
tentes." 

Temple of Worship 

It was pointed out that Trujillo 
accompanied Taylor to the "Mo- 
rada” temple of worship, when he 
obtained his pictures and there 
was the added fact that none ex¬ 
cept those in the order knew for 
certain of its membership. 

Taylor was one of the few out¬ 
side the order who ever witnessed 
the strange religious rites of the | 
“Penitentes.” 

Taylor saw them—and died 24 
hours later, with three bullets in 
his brain. In the cabin was the | 
manuscript of an article the young | 
vagabond writer had just com- i 
pleted. It dealt with "Penitente” j 
customs. 

Re-Stage Crucifixion 

The "Penitentes" practice flag¬ 
ellation and other forms of self¬ 
punishment. Their weirdest rites 
take place the week before Easter 
when the members, nearly all 
Spanish-American, carry heavy 
wooden crosses and re-enact with 
elaborate pageantry and savage 
realism the crucifixion of Christ. 
In earlier days they would nail 
members to their crosses to die. 
Now wire and lope is used instead 
of nails, and the victims are cut 
down before they perish from ex¬ 
haustion.

plus gas tax on some other proj¬ 
ect. 

The 1.2 miles on Batavia street, 
according to the estimate, will 
cost the city $4065 in gas tax 
money, and the federal govern¬ 
ment $7496. Due to an increase 
in collection of gas taxes he es¬ 
timated the city will receive $620 
more tax for the coming year. 

Revised plans have been sent to 
Sacramento for state approval of 
the Glassell street and Chapman 
avenue paving project, and Mr. 
Hillyard said he expected to hear 
within a few days if these plans 
had been accepted. If the plans 
are accepted, it will be at least 
a month before the work will be¬ 
gin. he added. 

Glassell street will be paved one | 
block each way from the Plaza, 
as will Chapman avenue. Esti¬ 
mates submitted in December 
have been revised, as bids on the 
former were too high, and could 
no be accepted by the state. The 
new setup provides no widening of 
the streets as formerly. 

A petition to amend the park¬ 
ing ordinance on Glassell street j 
and Chapman avenue was pre¬ 
sented by a number of merchants 
and an ordinance was given its 
first reading, making it unlawful 
to park on those streets, one 
block each way from the Plaza 
for longer than one hour, except 
on Sunday.

Members of the Santa Ana 
Breakfast club today heard Homer 
Chaney, Santa Ana banker, in an 
address on taxation and the causes 
of inflation. 

"Inflation,” Mr. Chaney said, 
"does not simply mean the issu¬ 
ance of more currency. It means 
anything that tends to cause an 
undue rise in prices. There are 
in the main four causes of infla¬ 
tion or rising prices. 

“First, the expansion of govern¬ 
ment credit, or the issuance of 
bonds, will tend to cause an undue 
demand for consumers' goods. Sec¬ 
ond, the overuse of future earn¬ 
ings for present enjoyment or buy¬ 
ing will cause inflation. Third, 
the overuse of bank credit where 
a great portion is used for specu¬ 
lation will cause inflation. And 
lastly, taxation, which, to my way 
of thinking, is the most insidious 
form of causing a rise in prices, 
or inflation." 

Mr. Chaney went on to say that 
various forms of taxation tend to 
cause a decrease in the cost of 
production. The taxes referred to 
in this statement are those which 
provide police protection, fire pro¬ 
tection and easier means of trans¬ 
portation, thereby making produc¬ 
tion less expensive. The other 
type of taxation which tends to 
cause an increase in the cost of 
production is passed right on down 
to the consumer and is the type 
to be avoided, if possible, he said, 
adding that this latter type is the 
tax which causes an increase in 
the cost of production, resulting in 
inflation.

UNEMPLOYMENT 

M OST dismal prospect before the American people is 
that there is danger of having 10,000,000 unem¬ 
ployed with us for an indefinite time. 

The general assumption has been that returning re¬ 
covery would solve the problem by taking up the unem¬ 
ployment slack through expansion of industry and agri¬ 
culture. But this assumption is falling to pieces as time 
goes on. 

Billions of dollars have been spent in an effort to 
relieve unemployment, but about the only accomplishment 
to date has been to keep the unfortunate jobless from 
starvation. 

And as fast as recovery opens up new jobs, the new 
crop of youngsters comes along at a rate of 500,000 a 
year to take places in the ranks of the idle. We are 
getting no place in a hurry. 

The enormous advances which have been made in 
labor-saving machinery apparently make it impossible to 
hope that present industry will ever employ the number 
of men it did in 1929. In fact, the National Industrial 
Conference board states that even if activity reaches the 
1929 level again, only about one-third of the unemployed 
will get jobs. Yes, it’s a dismal outlook. 

So far we’ve come across only two proposals which 
seem even faintly practical. One is the 30-hour-a-week 
share-the-labor plan against which sentiment is running 
strongly. 

The other is Henry Ford’s assertion that the way to 
high wages, better living conditions, and more employ¬ 
ment lies in producing more and more for less and less. 

As the automobile magnate states, millions of people 
can afford cars and car makers can pay good wages and 
hire lots of workers because cars are cheap, plentiful, and 
good. What the automobile industry can do, others can 
emulate, says he. 

Although enormous difficulties attend the move which 
Mr. Ford suggests, it at least leads away from the gloomy 
outlook afforded by the present situation.

WOMEN IN UNIFORM 

A CONSUMER’S advisory board at Washington thinks 
it would be nice if American women dressed in some 
sort of uniform and saved money. Also that new hats 
would cost women less if they didn’t insist on trying on 
19 before buying one. 

All this is true, of course. It would be no trick at 
all to design a uniform dress in standard sizes and pass 
a law forcing every woman to wear it. Or to pass an¬ 
other law making a hat-shopper take the first hat she 
was offered. 

But a few days later it wouldn’t be any trick at all 
to start a revolution, either. 

Regimentation has gone a long way in the -United 
States, but it will be a dark cold day before American 
women submit to being forced into uniforms, or made 
to give up the pleasure of trying on hats. 

Every so often, some deep thinker discovers the fol¬ 
lies of fashion and what he calls the waste of money and 
time over the decoration of womankind. But after that, 
nothing ever happens. 

It’s a safe bet nothing ever will, either. 

A DATE IN MUSIC 

H OLLYWOOD correspondents report that Irving 
Berlin is quietly celebrating there the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of “Alexander’s Rag Time Ban,d.” the tune 
that raged through the land in 1911 and established jazz 
as an American institution. 

A controversy still goes on as to whether the band of 
the “Titanic” played Berlin’s tune or “Nearer My God to 
Thee” as the great ship went down after hitting an ice¬ 
berg in 1912. It was just that popular. 

Jazz has endured ever since as the folk-music of 
America and has invaded Europe to become almost a cult 
there. Now, on its twenty-fifth birthday, instead of 
becoming tamed and refined, syncopated rhythm is re¬ 
verting to the savagery of its early days as “swing” jazz 
crowds out “sweet” tunes on the programs of dance 
orchestras. And today there is no post-war madness to 
account for it. Pessimists will say it is a new pre-war 
madness as a doomed society nears collapse. 

More cheerful folk will be satisfied to believe that 
people like jazz because it is jolly and a fine way to get 
away from the strains, inhibitions and puzzlements of a 
complex daily round.

To the Editor: A local service 
club has endorsed a resolution 
recommending to the school 
trustees that they refuse the use 
of Ihe school auditorium except 
where the subject for discussion 
is of immediate interest to the 
people of Garden Grove. 

We believe this is contrary to 
the sentiment of the majority of 
the people of this community, and 
feci the use of the school audi¬ 
torium. when you consider what it 
costs the taxpayers, should be ex¬ 
tended instead of contracted: that 
it should take the place of the old 
town hall of early uays, when 
every community was more of a 
homogeneous whole and not broken 
up into little special groups as 
they are today like service clubs, 
chambers of commerce, farm bu¬ 
reaus and grange, each with a 
special little axe to grind.
